U.-S. Studies 
Synthetic 
Fuel Methods 


Washington, April 21 —WP)— Bu- 


reau of Mines scientists hope soon 
to improve greatly upon German 
methods in the 
manufacture 
of 
synethetic fuels. 


Dr. R. R. Saycrs. Bureau 
of 


Mines director, told the House Ap- 
propriations Committee that he be- 
lieves synthetic aviation fuel can 
be produced at a cost comparable 
to refining of the petroleum prod- 
uct. 
His testimony was made pub- 


lic by the committee today. 


Syncthic fuel 
experiments 
arc 


now being made by' the ; bureau 
with the use of coal and oil-shale, 
such as found in several western 
states, he explained. 


Dr. Sayers disclosed that 
this 


government obtained "an immense 
volume of information" concerning 
the manufacture of synthetic fuels 
with the defeat of Germany, but 
added: 


"The cost of these fuels in Ger- 


many, as compared with the cost 
in the United States is much more 
than we have been accustomed to 
pay. We are hoping to be able to 
compete with the cost of gasoline 
and other liquid fuels 
produced 


from petroleum. We think that

U.-S. Studies 
Synthetic 
Fuel Methods 


Washington, April 21 —WP)— Bu- 


reau of Mines scientists hope soon 
to improve greatly upon German 
methods in the 
manufacture 
of 
synethetic fuels. 


Dr. R. R. Saycrs. Bureau 
of 


Mines director, told the House Ap- 
propriations Committee that he be- 
lieves synthetic aviation fuel can 
be produced at a cost comparable 
to refining of the petroleum prod- 
uct. 
His testimony was made pub- 


lic by the committee today. 


Syncthic fuel 
experiments 
arc 


now being made by' the ; bureau 
with the use of coal and oil-shale, 
such as found in several western 
states, he explained. 


Dr. Sayers disclosed that 
this 


government obtained "an immense 
volume of information" concerning 
the manufacture of synthetic fuels 
with the defeat of Germany, but 
added: 


"The cost of these fuels in Ger- 


many, as compared with the cost 
in the United States is much more 
than we have been accustomed to 
pay. We are hoping to be able to 
compete with the cost of gasoline 
and other liquid fuels 
produced 


from petroleum. We think that

methods already. We think we1 can 
make further improvements. It is 
looking better every day."

Phone Cable 
Slashed at 
North Little Rock 


Little Rock, April 21 (/P).— E. N. 


McCall, district manager of 
the 


strike-bound 
Southwestern 
Bell 


Telephone. Company here, said to- 
day a two-inch telephone cable in 
North Little Rock had been slashed 
with a hack saw. 


McCall offered $1,000 reward for 


apprehension of those responsible. 


A one-inch slash in the pole sus- 


pended cable was discovered while 
repairmen were restoring telephone 
service disrupted by a wind storm 
Saturday night. 


Th cable, McCall said, served 


1,000 
telephones but he 
did 
not 


know how many were affected. 


"The only way it could have been 


cut was purposely by someone who 
climbed one of the poles," he de- 
clared. 
J. K. Coc, spokesman for strik- 


ing telephone workers in Arkansas, 
said he felt certain "none of our 
people would do such a thing." 


Coe al.so reported

U.-S. Studies 
Synthetic 
Fuel Methods 


Washington, April 21 —WP)— Bu- 


reau of Mines scientists hope soon 
to improve greatly upon German 
methods in the 
manufacture 
of 
synethetic fuels. 


Dr. R. R. Saycrs. Bureau 
of 


Mines director, told the House Ap- 
propriations Committee that he be- 
lieves synthetic aviation fuel can 
be produced at a cost comparable 
to refining of the petroleum prod- 
uct. 
His testimony was made pub- 


lic by the committee today. 


Syncthic fuel 
experiments 
arc 


now being made by' the ; bureau 
with the use of coal and oil-shale, 
such as found in several western 
states, he explained. 


Dr. Sayers disclosed that 
this 


government obtained "an immense 
volume of information" concerning 
the manufacture of synthetic fuels 
with the defeat of Germany, but 
added: 


"The cost of these fuels in Ger- 


many, as compared with the cost 
in the United States is much more 
than we have been accustomed to 
pay. We are hoping to be able to 
compete with the cost of gasoline 
and other liquid fuels 
produced 


from petroleum. We think that

can be done. We have made 
im- 
provements 
in 
our 
laboratory 


methods already. We think we1 can 
make further improvements. It is 
looking better every day." 


Laboratory work on coal is now 


being done in Pittsburgh, with

U.-S. Studies 
Synthetic 
Fuel Methods 


Washington, April 21 —WP)— Bu- 


reau of Mines scientists hope soon 
to improve greatly upon German 
methods in the 
manufacture 
of 
synethetic fuels. 


Dr. R. R. Saycrs. Bureau 
of 


Mines director, told the House Ap- 
propriations Committee that he be- 
lieves synthetic aviation fuel can 
be produced at a cost comparable 
to refining of the petroleum prod- 
uct. 
His testimony was made pub- 


lic by the committee today. 


Syncthic fuel 
experiments 
arc 


now being made by' the ; bureau 
with the use of coal and oil-shale, 
such as found in several western 
states, he explained. 


Dr. Sayers disclosed that 
this 


government obtained "an immense 
volume of information" concerning 
the manufacture of synthetic fuels 
with the defeat of Germany, but 
added: 


"The cost of these fuels in Ger- 


many, as compared with the cost 
in the United States is much more 
than we have been accustomed to 
pay. We are hoping to be able to 
compete with the cost of gasoline 
and other liquid fuels 
produced 


from petroleum. We think that

methods already. We think we1 can 
make further improvements. It is 
looking better every day."

Milder sym- 
ptoms of gall bladder disease in- 
clude dull sorenesa under the ribs 
on the right side made worse by 
jolting or a full meal. 


Relief of pain in gallbladder dis- 


ease does not result from diet. Sur- 
gical removal is the only 
cure. 
Some cases run a self-limited cour- 
se and symptoms 
disappear.

Gall stones may be silent. Their

Agriculture Department 
reported 


today that sligntly more rice was 
available in the domestic market 
during the past week as prices held 
firm.

and 
process- 


ed rice. Offerings of bulk rice di- 
rect, from mills continued small. 


In a review of the marcts for 


the past week, the department said 
moderate quantities moved \o the

to the

States on April-June allocations. 


The agency estimated that sup- 


plies of milled rice available for 
the remainder of the season ap- 
pear to be about the same or a lit- 
tle larger than a year ago. 


Seeding of the 1947 crop was fur- 


ther delayed by cool weather and 
wet soil in the southern belt, but 
some progress was reported. 


Southern mills shipped out 918,- 


208 pockets of head rice, 110,095 of 
second heads and 85,041 of screen- 
ings uunng Marcn, me department 
said.

urged the Senate today to kill the 
bill — passed overwhelmingly by 
the House — to cut income taxes 
from 20 percent at the bottom to 
10.5 percent at the top. 


Snyder renewed the Truman ad- 


ministration's opposition to any tax 
cut for at least another 14 months, 
but suggested that Congress with 
help Irom the treasury, 
"review 


the whole lax system in anticipa- 
tion of later tax reductions." 


_ Declaring thai a general cut now 
is "neither necessary nor appro- 
priate," the first witness before the 
Senate Finance Committee hearing 
on 
the Housp-passcd bill mar- 
shalled these arguments: 


1. Employment is high, national 


income is at a record peacetime 
level, and "under these favorable 
economic conditions present taxes 
do not impose an excessive hard- 
ship, on the American people."

tax, alone, later well-balanced tax 
revision would be made more dif> 
ficull "and perhaps impossible."

6. The House bill, he contended, 


is inequitable, and would compli- 
cate the individual income tax.

McDowell said he saw no indica- 


tion thai American fascism

reached a danger stage although, 
he added, there "unqueslionably" 
has been a revival of race-haling 
groups since Ihc war.
